“Last week Mohamed Ali vehe- 
menitly denounced Gandhi's civil 
disobelience movement when he 
presided at a huge Moslem gather- 
ing and described civil disotiedience 
ag a desperate attempt to impose 
the domination . of | cast-ridden 
Hindus: over the’ Mohammedans. 
In a .communication to the 
Viceroy, Mohamed: Ali appeals to 
him not.to. permit ‘the situation to 
be ninde worse by the’ ‘arrest-of 
Gandhi, He adds that the Govern- 
ment has‘sufficiently demonstrated 
its strength.and expresses the hope 
that considerations of prestige will 
prevent neither the Govarnment 
nor Gandhi retracing their steps 
and establishing peace and freedom. 
In-reply to this, Lord Irwin's 
secretary writes that the spirlt of 
goodwill which prompted Mohamed 
Ali’s letter'is recognised. The re- 
ply calls attention, however, to the 
fact that some Indian leaders, in- 
stead of accepting the hand of 
friendship proffered by His Ma- 
jesty’s Government in the form of 
a round table conference, “rejected 
the way to reason in favour of de- 
structive methods.” .

NEW SCHEME TO AID 
BRITISH TRADE. . 


A great. scheme which will 
aasist British manufacturers to 
despatch their goods in bulk by 
air, rail and-motor to any part 
of Europe will shortly come into 
operation, following a series of 
conferences between Imperia) Air- 
ways and the “Big Four” railway 
companies. 


Up to now there has been no 
arrangement for direct air and 
rail despatch of goods, except the 
Post Office mail, which is limited 
to lilb. in weight. 


The new scheme is intended to 
link up British” services with the 
railways for freight up to the 
loading capacity of the carrying 
aeroplanes, «“” :

ENGAGEMENT RING 
FINGER. 


AUTHORITY ON WHY LEFT 
HAND WAS CHOSEN. 


Few people know why the en- 
gagement ring is worn on a parti- 
cular finger of, the left hand. 

Mr. C. C. Oman, the great 
authority on rings. at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, who. has 
traced the origin of the betrothal 
and wedding ring in his important 
catalogue on rings issued recently, 
explained this‘ problem to a 
Daily Chronicle representative. 

Betrothal,- wedding and love 
rings have all the same’ origin. 
“Though in: modern ideas each 
suggests a definite purpose,’ this 
has not always been so,” he said. 

“According to Isidore of Seville 
(whose ideas were based’ upon the 
ancient Egyptian customs) rings 
were placed on the special finger 
for engagements because it was 
said a certain vein flowed thence 
to the heart. : 

“The Puritans tried to do’ away 
with the wedding ring, but, with- 
out success. It was usual to wear 
the wedding ring on the thumb in 
the 18th centuty. : F 

“Like the " ancient | anulis 
‘pronubus,” said Mr. Oman, , “the 
modern engagement ring is, the 
sign of a .voidable- contract to 
marry at a future date, but despite 
the undoubted . antiquity ‘of the 
modern usage with regard to the 
giving of an engagement ring, the
